PURDUE BANK IS RUBBED 


A ttention was called today by 
Harry Petry , superintendent, to 
the fact th a t w ater and lig ht 
bills are delinquent after the 
tenth of the m onth. An addi­ 
tional ten day s are allowed for 
settling the bill, before the serv­ 
ice is disconnected, he stated. 
Many forg et also th a t bills 
now due are monthly , instead of 
quarterly , and m ust be rem inded 
of this chang e, Mr. Petry stated. 
Since the new rates have g one 
into effect it will be necessary to 
apply these rules strictly . Pres­ 
ent fig ures indicate th a t the new 
rates will save the consumers of 
Rushville more th an $18 ,000.00 
per y ear. This is the fourth m a­ 
jor reduction in electric rates 
since December 1, 1929, and will 
make a total reduction during 
th a t period of over $40,000.00 in 
the y early income. 
On lig hts 
alone this reduction has been 
over 5 4 per cent, the superin­ 
tendent pointed out. 
Althoug h this reduction is a 
considerable am ount, the city is 
confident th a t improved condi­ 
tions will make it possible to 
operate 
satisfactorily 
on 
this 
rate, the plant superintendent 
declared. 


Fo ur Men Obta in $2 ,0 0 0 a t West 
La fa y ette While Co mmence­ 
ment Is Being Held. 


The residence of Ed Churchill, 
1115 North 
Main street, was 
dam ag ed to the ex ent of several 
hundred dollars Tuesday m orn­ 
ing , when fire broke out on the 
roof of the larg e dwelling house, 
and flames g ained rapid head­ 
way before being discovered.

It was a fine new definition of the democratic 
philosophy of government that Ray mond Moley , 
assistant secretary of state, gave the other eve­ 
ning when he went back to his home town of 
Olmsted Falls, Ohio, to address the village high 
school graduating class. 
“The principle of democracy ,” he said, “is not 
in arriving, but in seek ing. It is not the objective, 
but the quest; it is indistinct dreaming, but also 
it is moving, try ing for perfection. 
“It is being willing to tak e a chance, to try 
new things even if all the voices of the past cry 
out, ‘You can’t do it.’ 
“Perhaps we may mak e mistak es in democracy . 
Perhaps we don’t govern as well as if we set up 
an emperor, but out of our mistak es we are build­ 
ing something of permanent and substantial 
value. 
“On with the quest! T hat’s democracy . T hat’s 
the spirit of America.” 
There is something peculiarly appealing in 
these words, coming as they do at a time when 
we are wading straight into some of the deepest 
and most turbulent ex periments any people has 
ever made. Most of us are not quite sure where 
we are going, and even fewer of us are satisfied 
that we are actually going to get there; but all 
of us can tak e hope from the fact that we are" 
actually on the move, that we have resumed the 
magnificent old American habit of k eeping our 
ey es on the future and seeing the towers of 
dream cities just over the horizon line. 
If one had to name any single thing as the 
ty pical American characteristic, it would proba­ 
bly be just that habit of look ing ahead, of for­ 
ever going on with the quest.

Wise people, regardless of whether they fear 
lightning, will remain indoors during an elec­ 
trical storm, and if by force of necessity , are out­ 
doors, will stay away from trees, buildings with 
metal roofs, and away from metal fences. If 
caught in a storm in an open field or small boat, 
chances of safety can be increased by ly ing down.

of the war debts. 
He told the 
delegates from 66 nations, as­ 
sembled in what he described 
as perhaps the greatest inter­ 
national conference ever held, 
that something must be done 
about the debts without delay . 
Mr. MacDonald called for set­ 
tlem ent of “this vex ed question 
once for all in the light of pres­ 
ent world conditions.” 
Some feeling^ 
was 
evident 
among the United States dele­ 
gates that this bringing in of the 
debts, specifically ex cluded from 
the conference by the W ashing­ 
ton government, was not in good 
taste and might stiffen senti­ 
ment 
in 
the 
United 
States 
against revision. 
The prime minister made a 
strong call for coordinated in­ 
ternational action to put an end 
to the depression which has cost 
30,000,000 work ers their jobs and 
has cut the value of internation­ 
al trade in two. 
As the meeting was adjourning 
until tomorrow it was predicted 
that stabilization of major cur­ 
rencies within 
a wide range 
would w#ould be the first definite 
accomplishment of the confer­ 
ence.

There is no doubt about it, n a­ 
ture made too many bugs. 
There are a million kind of 
insects all engaged in eating 
plants and raising large fami- 
ilies. It is fortunate for the gar­ 
dener that most of these pests 
have favorite food plants and 
will scarcely eat other kinds and 
may even starve in the midst of 
plenty. We recognize this in giv­ 
ing them names and know them 
as asparagus beetle, corn borer, 
currant worm, cabbage worm, 
etc. 
A few have more varied 
tastes 
and 
feed 
on 
related 
groups of plants. 
The potato bug will eat to­ 
matoes, black nightshade, husk 
tomatoes 
and 
even 
petunias 
when its ordinary food is miss­ 
ing, but it leaves other garden 
plants alone. 
The bean weevil, 
which recently invaded Indiana, 
coniines its attention to beans. 
The Japanese beetle, however, 
eats practically anything, and 
as the garden is concerned. 
It 
has not reached Indiana yet, but 
is on the way. Ordinary m eth­ 
ods are not sufficient to cope 
with it. 
In a small garden, 
beetle traps will collect quarts a 
day. 
This is an example of its 
abundance. 
If one had to know just what 
kind of a bug was injuring the 
crop before applying the reme­ 
dies his case would be almost 
hopeless, but for the gardener’s 
purposes all insects fall into two 
classes: 
those 
that chew 
up 
plants and those that suck their 
juices. 
For the chewing class any 
poison will do. The others must 
be smothered with some sort of 
spray. In the home garden the 
handiest 
poison 
is 
powdered 
hellebore, purchasable at any 
drug store. It may be shaken on 
the plants when wet with dew 
or mixed with water and sprayed 


on them. It is not very poison­ 
ous to m an and the higher ani­ 
mals and can readily be washed 
off in preparing for the table. 
In the field more poisonous sub­ 
stances are needed — arsenate 
of lead, Paris geen, and various 
other things to be used 
as 
sprays. 
Insects that cover leaves and 
stems and suck out their juices 
must be smothered. For house-, 
plants and flower-beds, a strong 
solution of the cheapest soap 
and water will usually suffice. 
In the field dependence is placed 
on Keroser emulsion, lime-sul­ 
phur, and many others to be 
found at seed stores. The main 
thing to bear in mind is: poison 
for the chewers, and smothering 
sprays for the suckers.

Boston, Ju ne 13 (¿P)—It seemed 
today th at only th e greatest of 
u p sets cou ld p rev ent Massach u ­ 
setts from being th e elev enth 
consecu tiv e state to go on record 
for rep eal of th e 18 th amend­ 
ment. 
Rep ealists were confident th at 
th e final cou nt of today ’s ballots 
wou ld find Massach u setts’ 45 
delegates to th e state conv ention 
all p ledged to rep eal of th e p ro­ 
h ibition amendment and p roh i­ 
bition sp okesmen refrained from 
making any p redictions on th e 
ou tcome of th e v oting. 
Th e states wh ich already h av e 
v oted in fav or of rep eal were: 
Wy oming, Illinois, Indiana, New 
York, 
New 
Jersey , 
Mich igan, 
Rh ode Island, Delaware, Wis­ 
consin and Nev ada. 
Forty -fiv e delegates are to be 
ch osen to th e conv ention, th ree 
from each of th e 15 congression­ 
al districts. All candidates are 
p ledged for or against rep eal. 
Many commu nities also will 
v ote on th e issu ance of local li­ 
censes for sale of beer. 
Ch airman Josep h May nard of 
th e Democratic state committee, 
an activ e leader of rep eal forces, 
p redicted a sweep ing v ictory in 
an election ev e statem ent and 
Gov ernor Josep h B. Ely ap p ealed 
for th e election of rep eal candi­ 
dates on moral and economic 
grou nds. 
Th e “against rep eal camp aign 
committee” wou ld not p redict 
th e ou tcome in Massach u setts 
bu t said “we are confident of th e 
inev itable reaction against re­ 
p eal. We h op e to h old enou gh 
states to comp el a more states­ 
manlike solu tion of th e qu es­ 
tion.” 
A few y ears ago, in wh at was 
considered a test of Massach u ­ 
setts’ stand on p roh ibition, Bay 
State v oters rep ealed th e state 
“baby v olstead” law. Th e legisla­ 
tu re later legalized th e sale and 
manu factu re of 3.2 beer in keep ­ 
ing with federal action. 
In 1928 , congress was memori­ 
alized to rep eal p roh ibition by a 
v ote of 707,352 to 472,655. 
Th e “baby v olstead” law was 
rep ealed 
by 
referendu m 
two 
y ears later by a v ote of 641,967 
to 367,165. 
Today rep ealists were p redict­ 
ing a v ictory by as large a m a­ 
jority as eigh t to one. 
No date for th e ratification 
conv ention h as been set bu t Gov ­ 
ernor Ely was ex p ected to call it 
into’ session sometime in Ju ly .
